I hope you will consider selecting a Fellow for the Fellowship year
beginning September 1. Please advise me of the name of your staff
assistant who will schedule the interviews with your office and
assist us in matching your needs to the interests and
qualifications of the Fellows. I will then give that individual a
set of files on the new Fellows after the new class has been
announced the week of May 20. Of course, I would be pleased to
meet with you or your staff to discuss the candidates or any aspect
of the program.
